\ JUBILEE OF DEMOCRACY 

The United States has recently been cele- 
brating the one hundred and fiftieth anniversary 
of the American Constitution, described by 
Gladstone as one of the great title deeds to man’s 
freedom Through all the commemoration 
utterances there ran one thrilling note—that 
democracy sanctifies the individual, puts him 
beyond the of arbitrary or capricious 
power, and makes all government responsive to 
the ordinary wishes of the ordinary man 

It is a supreme achievement. Its significance 
can be pointed by a single poignant contrast. 

In 1933 German Nazis scraped their way to 
a narrow election victory. They secured 51 per 
cent of the total vote and 52 per cent of the seats 

the Reichstag. Upon that slender basis was 
erected the colossal tyranny of Adolph Hitler. 
In the absence of a der c tradition, Nazism 
esteemed its victory at the polls as a mandate to 
persecute its critics and proscribe all minorities. 

Freedom is extremely temperamental. It 
grows only where reason prevails and justice 
may be its gracious consort. 

The auspicious anniversary of the United 
States may well serve to recall to Canadians and 
all other free peoples the meaning and the biess- 
ings of democratic government.

for damage. A man could sit down in a tub of 
water with his clothes on. His body would get 
wet, but not his suit. Water can be squeezed 
by pressure through cloth treated with the new 
waterproofing, but the cloth will not dampen. 

The new waterproofing doesn't coat the cloth, 
nor does it harden the surface. On the contrary, 
fabrics treated with it become softer to the touch. 
It successfully treats cotton, wool, silk and rayon, 

Don't let the information that the chemical is 
made from tar and fat, prejudice you against it. 
Bakelite, which is used for a thousand useful 
and ornamental purposes is made from commer- 
cial carbolic acid and formaldehyde—both un- 
pleasant things to handle. Common salt is a 
compound of sodium—a metal that will ignite in 
water—and chlorine, one of the poison gases 

With one’s suit waterproofed with the new 
water repellant, one will be able to sit on a 
block of ice in summer flannels to cool off, and 
arise with no damage done to one’s pants. It 
isn’t on the market yet, but soon will be. 

The only deficiency reported so far is that, 
| like many a good man, it is not proof against 

alcohol. Drop your tea or coffee on your suit 
and the beverage will roll off, leaving the cloth 
unharmed. Drop whisky on it, and it will soak 
in. This moral discrimination of the new chem- 
ica] will commend it to all teetotalers.

U.S. CONSTITUTION AFTER 150 YEARS OF 
WEAR AND TEAR 


By JAY FRANKLIN 

On the sacred 17th of September the heart 
bled for Representative Sol Bloom of the Nine- 
teenth New York Congressional District, who is 
in charge of the official embalmment. 

Mr. Bloom handled the George Washington 
Bicentennial Celebration and did so well with 
his publicity campaign that by the end of 1932 
there was scarcely an American schoolchild 
above the age of five who had not heard the 
name and scarcely a business office which did 
not boast a bust of the Father of His Country. 
It is hard to go far wrong on our First President, 
now that he has been dead for so many years. 

The Federal Constitution looks like another 
natural for Mr. Bloom, and when Congress put 
him in charge of the 150th anniversary of its 
adoption he seemed about to repeat his success 
and to make most Americans realize that we had 
a Constitution, even if they did not know what 
that Constitution was. °* 

And then—C horror!—the darned thing burst 
into violent eruption under his very eyes, as the 
President tried to reform the Federal Judiciary 
and the Conservatives prostrated themselves 
thrice daily in the direction of the Supreme 
Court and shouted “Allah-il-Allah!” whenever 
Chief Justice Hughes turned over in his sleep. 
Mr. Bloom's sure thing had turned into some- 
thing remarkably like a holy war and the old 
genial doctrine of “What's the Constitution be- 
tween friends?” had yielded to fighting words as 
the Constitution came to mean a great deal be- 
tween political enemies. 


A DIFFERENT PART 

As we go into the 15lst year of this dignified, 
though dreary, document, it is obvious that the 
two political groups now struggling for national 
power have each grabbed hold of a different part 
of what I call—if I may coin a phrase—the 
Charter of Our Liberties. 

The men of property, the lads who drop 
$25,000 on a horse race or a show girl but howl 
“Communism!” at the threat of $16-a-week 
minimum wages for their employees, have hold 
of the Federal Courts, the irresponsible third of 
the Senate, the division of Governmental powers, 
the principle of “checks and balances,” the Four- 
teenth Amendment and the “due process” clause. 
The rank-and-file of the people have the Presi- 
dency, the House of Representatives, most of the 
Senate some of the time, the Bill of Rights, the 
Income Tax Amendment and the election returns. 

Since the original document represented a 


“compromise between human rights and property 


rights, it is not unnatural that today we should 
find the same two groups claiming the whole 
baby in the name of the particular arm and leg 
on which each has laid its hands. 

What is wrong is that the courts have trans- 
ferred from people to property the popular lib- 
erties guaranteed by the Bill of Rights, through 
the simple legal device of considering e corpora- 
tion a “person” for judicial purposes. This 
means that the Standard Oi] Company, Republic 
Steel and Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer—lumps of 
property, with limited liabilities and effective 
immortality; institutions which neither eat, sleep, 
marry, beget children nor perish like the beasts 
—are just as sacred in the eyes of the Federal 
judges as you and I and the Scottsboro Boys, 
Tom Mooney, Sacco and Vanzetti, or the corner 
grocer; mere mortals who are here today and 
gone tomorrow and who want to eat fairly 
regularly. Until this strange confusion is weed- 
ed out of our Jaws and customs, I suspect that the 
Constitution will give us little peace. 

As a matter of fact, a witty Englishwoman 
recently said that the best thing we could do 
about the Constitution was to burn it, since so 
long as popular liberties are written on parch- 
ment and so long as their text is subject to the 
interpretation of a judicial oligarchy, they can- 
not be said to be very secure. We know, indeed, 
that they are far from secure throughout wide 
areas of the country, as was shown by the find- 
ings of the La Follette Civil Liberties investiga- 
tion. 


TWO GOVERNMENTS 

It really comes down 
governments in this country—a political govern- 
ment which operates democratically through the 
President and Congress, and an economic gov- 
ernment which operates autocratically through 
the courts. The people look to the election re- 
turns, Big Business looks to judicial decisions 
which can override the will of the people or the 
acts of their legislative representatives. Under 
the Constitution, which today we celebrate and 
tomorrow will change, this country is a house 
divided against itself. 

@nce before in our history America was so 
divided. Then it took four years of cruel and 
bloody warfare to end the cleavage. We rave 
learned much since 1860 and have gathered that 
the way to cure the evils of a divided household 
is not to burn down half the family homestead 

So I expect, like Lincoln, that our house shall 
cease to be divided and that we shal! be either 
al) Big Business or al] democracy. For the old 
Constitution is dying.

The propertyless masses under the pre- 
vailing suffrage qualifications were excluded 
at the outset from participation (through 
representatives) in the work of framing the 
Constitution,
